DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s, filed 10/14/2008, with respect to claims 7- 
14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 7-14 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 7, the prior art does not teach or suggest a signal output circuit, 

wherein a current limitation resistive element including a first end connected to the base 
current supply resistive element and a second end connected to the ground side current 
bypass transistor. 

Claims 7-14 are allowed.
